The Hay of Monterey is doI tin* 
most cheerful of placet when the 
sky is gray and the dense white fog 
is Been rolling in from the sea, anil, 
all lonif ihe orescent curve of i In- 
low coast, the Pacific sorf drums 
and thunder*! and the. white snn<l 
stretches from the level heaoh up 
to ihe summit of ilio low hills tinit 
skin it, and drifts, Inland as the 
wind wills, piling itself there in 
dunes, which threaten all vegeta 
lion. At an eod of the bay, the 

old village of Monterey slumbers, 
only bearing silent testimony to the 
historic fa<:( thai it once had an 
industry, through tin- exhibition, 
here and there, or great whale- 
bones, used sometimes for land- 
marks, sometimes arranged to 

frame a door way or help i<> fel a 

little ragged garden The old 
adobe houses seem fasi asleep, like 

the pe0(>le who live In them These 

»re mostly Spanish Americans, 
with a small sprinkling of Saxon- 

Americans, and, us cvovwhero up- 
on the Pacilic const, a handful of 
Chinese Some fechle Iraftir in 
cariosities, shells, seaweeds, whale 
bone, mission) i"lies, real or invent- 
ed, and sui-h old fasholoned toys as 
the simple Monterey mind Imagines 
capable of tempting the tourist's 
fancy, provides a few Inhabitants 

with a positive excuse for existence 

Most of them, however, require no 

pretext of the kind. They live in 
R dreamy way, altogether on! of 
the modern stream of lendem 
ami as much separated from the 
stifling interests of the present, as 

ate Father .lunipero Sena and his 

contemporary padre* walled up 
these many Vests in the crumbling 
mission church, or laid beneath its 

chancel floor. 

Not far from this sleepy hamlet 
of Monterey the great railroad com 

pany has built a line and piclur 
ine hotel, with all the most lux- 
urious socessories, moreover in the 
shape of warm swimming bill lis, 

howling alleys, an ornamental lake 

to row upon, charmingly laid onl 

and extensive grounds, shaded by 
noble old trees and brilliant with 

(lower beds. There I he wealthy 

San Franciscans delight to recreate 
themselves, ami thence, as from a 
headquarters, they ride 01 drive out 

upon the sandy roads of i he neigh- 
borhood, and try to And amusement 

in visiting the dilapidated remains 
of the mission San Gabriel, or the 
gloomy and savage precincts of 

Cypress Point. It' on a gray day 

ihe Hay of Monterey is depressing, 

not even Ihe sonnies! weather Can 
enliven OypteiS Point. A narrow 
point, of land, jetting out Into the 
sea, fringed hy jagged rocks and 

covered almost lo the water's . 
by the dark-foliagod, Stunted, squat 
and ugly trees, which give it its 
name their branohes begin n lug to 

put forth so near the ground thai 
there is often scant room to move 
under them, the heavy and funereal 
nspcel they lend lo the scene is em 

phaslsed by the monotonous beat of 

the long line of surf on either hand, 
and Ihe hissing sibilant sound of 
i he baokdrawini - it ret li 

as if reluctantly, from Its attack, 

tearing with unsaled malice at the 
sandy shore as ii \nd, 

indeed, there arc reasons apart from 

the external aspect of Cypress Point 

for its depressing influence. More 
than one tragedy of the sea has been 

enacted here. At certain stages' Of 
the tide, the rOOks Which border the 
poitit are laid bare for .1 con 
sidorablc distance, and their pools 
and hollows, crowded with maiiue 
flora ami fauna, hold out strong 
temptations lo Ihe visitors I'.ul 
ejplo'ation here is full Of dan 
for the return of Ihe tide is stealth] 
and unmarked, and sometimes the 
first Indication of the change li 



the form of a great rest less swell, 
wHch rises suddenly, and with tint 
silent impact of many tons of green 
water, sweeps the surface of the 
rocks of 1 Very living thing. 

Nor is this all, for among these 
capriciously distributed neks, 
strange and powerful eddies form, 
and the unfortunate who falls in at 

such a place may be whirled round 
and round almost within t be 

of helpless friends, and then be 
linriied OUt to sea before rescue can 

be brought. A beautiful and high- 
ly girted girl lost her life in just 
this way, Ml Cypress Point, a few 
years ago, and she was not the first 

victim. Neverthlese, the rooks Of 

the Bay and of Ihe Point form the 
hunting pounds of a liltlo colony, 

who manage to drive a brisk trade 

in that curious mollusk tailed Ihe 
'• abelone." The abelone is a large, 
single-shelled crustacean, which 
clings to the rocks In the manner of 
a llmpert, and which attains an 
average width of six inches, while 

not infrequently specimens meaaor 

ing a foot or more across are found 
The creature itself often weighs 
several pounds, and is exceedingly 
muscular and powerful The flesh 

Is too hard and coarse to be eaten 

by white people, but the Chinese 
relish and preserve it. The shell 
is the chief object of the abeloue 
hunters, however. It is beautifully 

Iridescent, and is employed, in many 

ways for decorative purposes. In 
catching the abelone, much <b> 
ponds upon whether ii can be uu 
pried or not When perfectly at 

ease ami without fear, it loosens the 
hold of the shell upon the rock, and 

At such times a spade can be slip- 
ped under the -hell, and ihe hold of 
Ihe mollusk is thus easily broken 
But if ii is alarmed, it instantly 

grips Ihe rock with Its shell, anil it 

requires all the strength id' a mus- 
cular man lo prj it off under these 
circumstances Of course, Ihe 
larger the abclone the firmer is its 
bold upon the locks, and Ihe more 

difficult is It to remove it without 
breaking the shell 

Among the humbler residents of 
the ancient capital of California, 
some twenty years ago, v\ 
Chinaman named Ah l.ee. Thai, 
til least, was Ihe name lie had 

adopted for use among the " Melioau 
men," and it served him well en 
ough in bis business of laundry man. 

Nobody has ever explained why 
neatly all Chinese linn to the wash 

clothes when they Immigrate. 
Certainly the laundry business iii 
( 'hina Is not overrun in fact, one 
could wish that more Washing was 
done in that, 1 00 highly flavored 

country. But certain ii is that the 
expatriated Mongolian goes as 
naturally to the wash tub, as 

thongh he had been born and bred 
lo the Hade; and verv good wash -r 
men they make as a rule. 

Ah Lee "as an average speci- 
men of his nation. lie lived in a 

eramped little hut or hovel, the In- 
terior Of which was almost destitute 

of furniture. He burned fragrant 

punk before his private ancestral 

altar, and observed all the religious 
ceremonies of his ritual with punc- 
tual fidelity. He lived principally 
npotl rice and weak tea, adding 
IT to the foi met , occasionally, 
by little morsels of fish or pork, 
and drinking the latter as all 
Chines., ,1m without sugar or milk. 

He worked fourteen hours n day 

and slept in a nariow bunk. His 

cabin was decorated with a multi- 
tude of red papers beating Chinese 
Inscriptions. There wi'ii' news 

bulletins from San Franoisoo, and 

decrees of the Six Companies, or 

sometimes scraps of information 

abOUl home alT.i was 

no Chinese restaurant at Monterey, 
Ihe few members of the Mongolian 
colony had lo do all their own took 

aud when I hey desired a chance 
ol diet they were obliged to seek for 

variety themselves. So it name 
about that, onoe in a while, this one 
or the other would go Ashing 01 
hunting, and whenever they could 

capture a good sized abelone, they 

were sure of ji substantial feasl. 
Hut il was not easy to obtain abe- 
lones, for lhi> regular abelone lishets 
were jealous, and disposed to assert 

and maintain a monopoly; not that 

they possessed any lee.al rights, but 

thai thej were iii the majority, and 

the < 'hinese weie held to be lnir 

pry body So ii was that 
poor John was driven to pursue his 
abelone fishing by stealth, ami to 
snatch a fearful joy by night, or 



when bad weather kept the regular 

fishers away. 

As a rule, those who went aflei 
abelottes worked in couples. This 
prat ice grew out of the difficulties 
often experienced in detaching the 
larger mollusks, The Chinamen, 
moreover, were commonly ill-fur 
nislied with the proper tools for the 

work. They were afraid lo he s 

cat rying spades, and ihey usually 
Sought to catch the shell fish ,when 

their shells were open, dexterously 

slipping bits id' drift wood or stones 
between the rock and the edge of 

the shell, and then inserting their 

knives (?) cul the body of the abelon 
loose. More then once, indeed, in- 
experienced or clumsy Chinamen 
had themselves been caught by the 
hand or garment, under the swift 
(dosing shell, and In such oases the 
presenoe of a comrade might be 
very necessary lo prevent serious 

consequences For, ol course, the 
abelom s could only be sought at low 
title, and when Ihe lide rose it would 

■ail siate of affairs for any 
one fastened to the rocks which, at 
high tide, were covered many feel 
deep by the inflowing ocean. 

Therefore', no Chinamau of >rdi- 
nary prudence would have thought 
for a moment, of going after 

abelottes without a companion, and 

if our friend, Ah Lee, determined 

upon a certain occasion to do this 
rash and unheard of thing, it was 
because he had ti strong incentive. 
The fact is that be was expecltng 

a visitor from San Francisco, and 

one whom il was his especial in- 
leresl lo please Hop Kee, whose 

arrival be anticipated with as near 
tin approach to excitement as often 
overcomes ihe equable and philo 
sophic followers of Confucius, 
was capitalist upon a small scale, 
who owned and farmed many laun- 
dries; who loaned money to his 
countrymen, and who wielded, in 
various ways, a good deal of in- 

flueuce. This was not all. He was 
Ihe elder brother of s fair .young 
Mongolian who resided at Canton ; 
audit was the dearest wish of Ah 
Lee's heart thai he might make 

money enough iii the laundry busi- 
ness to return home and boldly ask 
the hand of Ins charmer from hei 

patents. He had already realized 
that a! Monterey this would be 
impossible, but he believed he 
could do beiiet in Sin Francisco, 
aud il was his purpose 10 see what 
could be done with Hop Kee toward 
forwarding his ambition. Now like 
a' prudent man of business, Ah Lee 
had made Inquiries as 10 the gas 
trfJoomic preferences of ids visitor, 

and had been informed that the 
metropolitan capitalist was very 
fond of abelone, prepared in a cer 
lain cunning fashion. Further in- 
quiry revealed the fact that there 
was no abelone for sale in the 
markets of Monterey; and Hop Kee 
would be thereon the morrow, ihe 

situation was (dearly critical; and 
what was Ah l.ee to do? Thct 
nothing for it bui to go Ashing 
himself, and, naturally, his tirst 

thought was to look out for a 00 UJ 

panion. Bui it oeourred lo him thai 
if he look any one with him, thai 
Chinaman Would insist upon having 
half the catch, .and should Ihe lat- 
ter be small, he might not have 
enough meal to teed his honotcd 
gUeBt, WbO must nol be allowed to 
suspecl his host of stinginess, above 
all Iii: 

After much cogitation, therefore, 

Ah Lee came to the determination 
done on his expedition. The 

wealhei was line, low tide would bo 

an hour before dawn, and the sky 

promised to be (dear, though Ihe 

moon was too young to afford much 

light There was no choice, how 

ever, aud 'o opportunity for post 
pouemeol Abelom- must be had

Bs desperate togs and wrench- 
es proved the firmness of the grip 
In which he was held. The tide 
rose; the roar of 'he surf deepens; 
once or twice already a heavier

I selected the first sa- 
loon in the tow. I wenl in. I told 
him I was Hie Hishop of Idaho, and 
had come in to pay my respects to 
him lie met me very Cordially. 
'Why, Bishop, I am proud lo know 
you. Whnt will you have ? ' 

" I thanked him, nnd told him I 
should be greatly Indebted to him 

if he would kindly introduce me to 
those L'entlenien, pointing to a large 
room back of the snloon, where the 
men were gntheied. 'Do you 
mean the boys in the pool room V 
he asked. ' Yes, I presume I do.' 

Thereupon he came out from be 
hind the counter, put his arm in 
mine in a familiar way, as though 
we had been boon companions all 
our lives, and escorted me to the 
open doorway of the pool room.

Too weak to speak intelligibly on 
hei fingers, Mary .1 A Kiernan, 
a mute, died in the House of the 
Good Shepherd yesterday while Irv- 
ing to explain her extremity to a 
nurse who was not adept in the 
linger language. 

She was asking for a stimulant, 
and it is possible thai her life might 
thus have been saved. She had 
been ill with pneumonia, but the 
case was not considered critical. 
Shortly after midnight the nurse in 
charge of Mary went into her room 
and the mute beckoned wildly lo hei 
as if in terror. 

The patient uttered inarticulate 
sounds, and the lingers of both 
hands formed themselves rapidly 
into letters. The nill'SO shook her 
head, saving, " I don't understand 

dower " 

So the letters were made more 
slowly, and then as the pitient 
grew weaker, they were imperfect- 
ly formed. At last the hand drop 
ped on the bedspread and the 
patient lasped into unconscious- 
ness. When a doctor reached her 

she was dead.

Pennsylvania success, indeed, 
ought to inspire the deaf of other 
States, but will it ? 

Pennsylvania succeeded, because 
she has men of brains, who are 
willing to lay aside their own in- 
terests and work for the good of 
men who dare to do right. 
There are dozens of them there and 
such men nevei lack the confidence 
of even the most chronic kickers. 

To form a national federation on 
the Pennsylvania plan, it will be 
necessary to Brat rejuvenate about 
nine-tenths of our State organ: 
turns. Few State- an- so fortunate 
as to possess men of th<> calibre 
thai made Pennsylvania famous iu 
sufficient numbers to do them any 
good, while a great mam 
organizations are dominated by 
men who seek only personal glory. 

The National Association of the 
Deaf might eventually be expand- 
ed into such a federation, but the 
work il will require is enough 
scare most men 

Nevertheless, if weallgotow.uk, 
and work hard, there is hope we 
may have in time an organization 
strong enough lo protect our iu- 
terests. 

The Natioaal Association of the 

Deal, composed as it is of a com- 
paratively small percentage ol the 

deaf, has done good. Still 
should not be content ; w. need an 
organization that can do much 
more. Let the leaders in our vari- 
ous Stale organizations take the 
matter up and keep it going.
